Town has been appointed is until 
the first Monday in February, 1925, 
The salary is $5,000 a year. It Is 
not expected that action will be tak- 
en upon the appointment by the sen- 
ate for several days, 


Mr. Town is 59 years old, having 


been borr. in Cicero, N. Y., on July 
5,'1S6I. He moved to Michigan at 
the afro of eight. 
In ISS1, 
when 


only 20 years of age., he entered the 
employ of the Michigan s,tatc peni- 
tentiary at Jackson, as a foreman 
of one of the workshops and remain-1 
ed there for two years. From the 


j Michigan prison he wont to Joliet, 
| 111., and was employed as a foreman 


I of the state prison of that state for 
three yous. Ha then removed to 
Madison, scd entered the employ of 
the Singer Sowing Machine Co., be- 
ing the general manager 
of the 


southern half of Wisconsin. In 1902 
he was appointed warden of 
the 


.state prison at "Waupun "and 
contin- 


ued-iiv that position until 1911. 
He 


was re-appointed warden in 1915 by 
Gov. 
Phflipp and conturaed'as'-snch 


to date. 


As warden, directing the discipline 


and control of the convicts 'of the 
prison,- Mr. Town has been a strict 
disciplinarian. SEr. Town does not 
believe in what he -terms some of 
the modern coddling advocated by 
many well meaning reformers. He 
believes it is error to make a term 
of rvTinl servitude an enjoyable va- 
cation rather than a term of pun- 
ishment. Mr. Town was one of the 
first wardens to organize a band ana 
orchestra and the many other enter- 
lainments and recreation privileges 
granted. 


"Wisconsin has waited too long 


for the appointment, of a non-politi- 
cal board to conduct the affairs of the 
charitable and penal institutions of 
the state," said Senator AJ. C. An- 
derson in the senate when the town 
confirmation came up. 
"The first 


move to place this board and this all 
important work upon a higher plane 
was taken today by the appointment 
of Henry Town, as a member of the 
state board of control. 


"The first merit of this appoint- 


ment is thnt it marks a new and 
better state policy for Wisconsin.

Kuckuk^ ''This 
bill does not prohibit children from 
working 'after schools but it does 
prohibit employers from - encourag- 
ing children to leave school to work 
in their factories." 


By 14-0 the senate killed the Sat- 


chjen bill, to place the employment 
of children in sugar beet fields and 
cherry orchards under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Industrial Commission.

Wisconsin may again become a 


sorghum state. 
During the past 


months meetings havo been held in 
many sections to stimulate an in- 
terest irnong farm^ro in the grow- 
ing of sorghum. A big state or- 
ganization has just been started at 
ilndison. Plans to standardize the 
product is one of tha things in view. 


Following closo on the civil war 


a wage of interest 
in 
sorghum 


growing swept Wisconsin. At that 
time Magnus Swenson, recent head 
of tho Wisconsin Food Administra- 
tion, was a professor at tho Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and conduct- 
ed many experiments. A big meet- 
ing o£ the sorghum owners- 
was 


called to Madison. 


"Tho 
farmers 
wanted 
to 
be 


shown the experimental machinery 
.'by which sugar could be made out 
of sorghum," said Mr. Swenson in 
describing; the event in after years. 
"We rigged up a machino at the 
.University and gave directions that 
the centrffical force, machine holding 
the sjrup should only be operated 
at a certain speed. The. day came 
for putting on the experiment for 
the farmers. As the machine began 
to hum they crowded around the re- 
volving barrel holding tho syrup, 
when suddenly 
it 
broke. 
Every 


farmer in the room was struck by 
flying molasses. 
For a couple of 


years afterwards, when I traveled 
on the train some farmer would 
come up to show me his spotted, 
coat. It was impossible to get the 
molasses off the clothes." 


But 
since 
those 
experimental 


days great strides have been made 
in the making of syrup. 
A. H. 


Wright of the Wisconsin college of 
agriculture is back of 
the 
new 


movement and held a meeting of 
sorghum growers at Madison re- 
cently. 


''It is hoped 
that 
a standard 


method will be worked out," said 
Mr. A. H. Wright, college of agri- 
culture. 
"There has_ been no gen- 


eral method of making sorghum syr- 
up, and the product varies widely 
as to quality. If these, meetings dis- 
close the best method and tho man- 
ufacturers are able to adopt it, the 
result will bo a decided raising of 
the qualitv of the product generally 
and, 
as is invariably the case, stand- 


ardization will increase the demand 
and result in the better prices." 


Mr. Wright says there is always 


a great demand for northern grown 
sorghum for use as syrup regard- 
less of the piico of sugar and he 
predicts a bright future for Wis- 
consin growers. 


The 2,268 acres of sorghum cane 


in the state in 1918 yielded seventy 
gallons of sorghum an acre, a tota] 
of almost 159,000 gallons. 


The growing of sorghum -was in- 


troduced in Wisconsin as the result 
of the civil war. The supply from 
the south was cut off. In January 
1S61, Gov. Alexander Randall urged 
the. Wisconsin legislature "in vierw 
o£ tho probable difficulties 
which 


way embroil the states of the Un- 
ion" to establish special premiums 
for the growing 
of 
sugar cane. 


With the war the price of, sugar 
went to such a price that tho farm- 
er? of the southern part of the state 
were stimulated to take action. It 
immediately began not only a sub- 
jsct of interest, but of experimenta- 
tion. 
After 1S63 nnd 
for many 


years annual sorghum conventions 
were held in Madison and a month- 
ly magazine called the "Northwest- 
ern Sorpho Journal" was establish- 
ed at Madison to aid 'the movement. 


"Each year during the war the 


number of acres planted to sorghum 
revealed an increase over the acre- 
age of the preceding year," says 
Frederick Merk, "and the hope was 
entertained by many well-informed 
citizens that Wisconsin would some 
day 
bo 
independent 
of 
foreign 


sources for its supply of sugar and 
syrup. 
In the census year of 1S60 


but 19,854 rallons of sorghum were 
produced within the state. In 1S63 
this amount had risen to 600,000 
gallons, if we may trust an esti- 
.niato made by Secretary 0. S, Wil- 
jpy at the convention of 1864, and 
in 1S66, the year when the sorghum 
fever reached its height, nearly 1,- 
000,000 gallons were reported as the 
product of the state. "It is safe 
to assume," wrote the secretary of 
the state Agricultural Society in his 
report for 1S6S, "that in 1866 the 
value of the product considerably 
exceeded half a million of dollars." 


"Despite such apparent success, 


however, it -was impossible to es- 
cape the fact that 'the Wisconsin 
summer was too short fully to ri- 
pen the cane. A new sugar plant, 
however, the sugar beet, seemed to 
hold out bettor prospects. 
It had 


long been successfully cultivated in 
central Europe, bat until the close 
of the civil war had almost entire- 
ly escaped the notice of American 
agriculturists. 
In 
Wisconsin • a 


vague project for an experimental 
beet-sugar farm and refinery was 
utder consideration in Oconto coun- 
ty as early as 1S63. Not until 1868, 
however, were any real experimecfs 
made. 
In the spring of that year 


t\vo 
enterprising 
German 
immi- 


grants, oco of whom had been em- 
ployed in the Fatherland for many 
years as foreman in a beet-sugar 
refinery, rented a tract of land- near 
the city of Fond du Lac and planted 
it to sugar beets. 
Such time as 


they could spare during the sum- 
mer was devoted to the erection of 
a primitive though complete sugar 
refinery- 
By 1S69 they were man- 


ufacturing 
sugar at tho rate of 


1,000 pounds per. day, a feat which 
enabled the Milwaukee Sentinel to 
boast early in 1S70 that Wisconsin 


%was producing more 
beet 
sugar 


than all the other states of the 
Union combined. It was one of the 
earliest attempts at 
beet 
sugar 


manufacture in tha United States 
and as such received wide notice, 
throughout the Northwest. 
Other 


\ylifrt^il to jtollffV 


the eiamples thus set, and between 
the years of 1869 and 1871 approxi- 
mately A dozen beet-sugar compa- 
nies were organized in the southern 
and eastern counties of the state. 
The most successful of these, the 
First Sank County Farmers' Asso- 
cition for the -Fabrication of Bee1 
•Sngar, and interesting company ,oi 
some fifty German farmers, which 
had secured the services of a Ger- 
man expert, manufactured in 1871 
as much as 134,000 pounds of beet 
sugar and 72,450 pounds of mo- 
lasses, 


"In spite of every effort, how- 


ever, it was impossible to compete 
successfully with the-cheaper anc 
better southern product, and aftei 
one or two years of discouragemeni 
all these pioneer companies disap- 
peared. Yet they served a usefn. 
purpose, for they demonstrated tha 
the soil and climate of Wisconsii 
was well adapted to the growth o: 
the root. A quarter of a century 
later Wisconsin made a second at- 
tempt, this time to persevere, until 
today she ranks well among the 
•prreat beet sugar states of the un- 
ion."

lieve. What they do believe is that 
their god is on the side of the fellow 
who sends the other fellow_ to the 
ropes.
